"Tn view of Kowloon needs, our 
distance from, Hongkong and __ possible 
delays by ‘ferries, ets., this decision ap- 
pears highly unsatisfactory and unjust to

NEW PRESTDENT'S SPEECR. 


“The Rev. J. Horace Johaston, after re- 
turning thanks to the members for the 
honour they had done him in electing him 
as theix, new President, expressed. the 
thatiks of the Association to’ the. retiring 
President, Mr. Bailey. In doing so he 
said they all had a great respect for 
Mr, Bailey. He had expended .him time 
in the various affairs of the Association 
with a lavish display of interested zeal. 
He, therefore, expressed on behalf of. 
the members their very. high sense of 
the debt whith the Association owed :to 
Mr, Bailey for kis labours. : 

He' would also like to say that he felt 
they were looking forward to the future 
with the very greatest hopes. They had 
{a cpmmittee elected that evening over 
whom, ‘he felt sure, it. would be a 
' privilege for anyone to preside. This 
{committee would contribute an amount 
of knowledge and experience to the de- 
“bates of theiy Association which, he felt, 
would be invaluable. It would be a most 
representative committee. It would re. 
present commerce, the social and reerea- 
tional sections,: tie educational and 
health sides, and also the religious and 
national interests cf the ‘community. 
With such a committee he looked for- 
ward to a'year of very useful work. 

FIRMS COMPLIMENTED, 


Continuing, the President said when 
the Association had communicated: with 
firms in Kowloon and Bad offered them 
suggestions, these companies had always 
done their utmost to comply with these 
suggestions as far as pdssible. They had 
treated the approaches of the Associa- 
tion with courtesy, and had shown ‘their 
‘willingness, to act upon suggestions where 
they “could and, adapt, their services to 
the convenicnee of the public. The 
speaker also ke of the way in which 
howloon firms had avknowledgs the 
right of the loin Residents’ Asso- 
ciation te speak on behalf of the re- 
sidents. He thought, this might be said 
to be equally ‘true with regard to the 
Government itself. Although they might 
have been disappointed in” some direc- 
tions, he thought the Goyernment had 
shown jn many ways that they were 
ready to hear the voice of tHe’ Kowloon 
Residents’ Association, ond also ‘that 
they were ready to accept the judgment 
of the Association as being ao fair ex- 
pression ofthe views of the community.
